2. The Chinese Communists have mot with difficulty in financing their ws civities 
in South China, and their only present source cf income 4a from Chin ::@ over~ 
seas. Between 5 and 20 April 1947, they sent abroad twelve men to k =p sontact 
with overseas Chinese.

( ge 4s-), in order to strengthen themselves and to control the government, 
have endeavored to absorb as many capable men into the government as possible, 
regardlss of party lines. The poor economic conditions ‘n the villazes and the 
low educational standard of Kwangsi Province as a whole huve produced few men 
capable of assuming positions of leadership in the government. However, 
contrary to the policy followed by Pai, Huang, and Li, Kwangsi authorities 
usuaily do not favor people coming from other provinows to participate in the 
organization of their previnca,and members of other parties jin Kwangsi are not 
permitted to have any organization or to carry out astivities within the 
territory. , 


Communist Tactics in Kwang si 


To overcome any difficulties that they may encounter in attempts to penetrate 
the government, the Communists in Kwangai have secretly adopted a policy of 
(1) seeking the support of the masses and (2) winning the confidence of the 
government through ostensible support for the prevailing system, while at the 
same time (3) taking steps to create friction among different members of the 
Kwangsi Government. Thus, the number of Communists participating in various 
activities of the Kvangsi Government «is said to be increesing daily.

Trotskyites since their student days in Moscow in the late twenties, the following 
two men are active in Kwangei politics; 

LI I-Chen, ..(# — fZ }, | native of Kueiping (110-05, 23-24), Kwangsi, 

graduated from Sun Yet Sen University in Moscow in 1950, — 
Upon his return to China he became the Diractor and Chief of 
the Wuchou (111619, 23-28) Police Headquarters; during the war 
(1939-45) he was Cormiasioner of Seciel Affairs of the Kwangsi 
Provineial Government. he is now Director: of the Kvangsi 
Frovisional Food Supply and Bice Administration Office. At one 
time he was conneoted with the Kwengsi Students’ Volunteer 
Army in its attenpt to seize contrel of the Kwangei Provincial 
Government . 

CHANG Weiehsia (hes Fa) a native of Lipu (il0-15, 24-26), Kwengsi, 
was a classmate of LI. First employed by the Kwanpsi Governe= 
ment he later followed General LI Chung-jen to Anhwei where he 
became Gommissioner of Civil Affairs; He now holds the same 
position in Kwangal. He wae also involved in an attempt to 
seize the Kwangsi Government. 

The tackground and sotivities of toth these men are known to the Kwangsi 
suthorities and to the Central Government and they are kept under surveillance,

nist, declares himself to te the Commander-in-chief and Chairman of the Southwest 

Democratic Revolutionary Alliance Committee. With other Communists in South China, 


he has been creating disturbances in Kwangsi. On 13 Ma: ch 1947 he led a force of 
approxinately 100 to attack Junghsien (110-34, 22-54), but waa repulsed, 
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
